This amendment and response is responsive to the non-final office action dated June 
9, 2004. Please enter the amendments and remarks as set forth below. 

Claim 20 was objected to because, according to the Examiner, "am" should be 
changed to "an." Applicant has obviated this objection by way of the amendments to the 
claims and respectfully requests that the objection be withdrawn. 

Claims 20 and 21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 because, according to the 
Examiner, in claim 20, paragraph h), "somewhat:" is indefinite and in claim 21, paragraph c), 
"approximates" is also indefinite. Applicant has obviated these rejections by way of 
amendments to the claims and respectfully requests that these rejections be withdrawn. 

Claims 18*24 were provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of copending 
Application No. 10/933,312. Applicant has obviated this rejection by the enclosed terminal
